Development Will Neither 
Falter Nor Fail, Dr. 


Mossinson Says 


Development of Palestine .as 
the national homeland of the 
Jewish people will neither falter 


nor fail because it alone can be 
the spiritual inspiration of world 
Jewry as well as its haven in ad- 
versity, said Dr. Ben Mossinson, 
of Palestine, in addressing a large 
meeting Sunday night at the He- 
brew Free school. 

The Zionist leader, who bears a 
marked resemblance to Theodore 
Herzl, prophet of the renaissance 
in modern Hebraism, made a de- 
cided impression with his terse 
idiomatic address 


MODERN MIRACLE 


One of the miracles of the modern 
world, he asserted, is the remark- 
able progress made by the small 
colony of Jewish settlers in the 
Hold Land. Three causes converg- 
ed to explain this development 

The colonists, he pointed ,out, do 
not seek merely to win a home for 
themselves in Palestine but to make 
that country the true homeland of 
the Jewish people. They are the 
vanguard of the race and are labor- 
| ing for its redemption. 


CAUSE I8 JUST 

Settlers know too that their 
cause is just. Zionism has helped 
the Arabs. The royal commission 


had to admit, he said, that there 
were no Arab grievances that could 
legitimately be levelled at the 
pioneer architects of Palestine pros- 
perty. “Palestine has become the 
model for all the Arab races of the 
East.” 

The final cause, Dr. Mossinson de- 
clared, is that “the spiritual mystic 
powers” of the nation demand that 
new flowering of culture take 
place, so that Jews may endure the 
unmerited ignominy being heaped 
upon them “with joy and with forti- 
tude,” because of their new pride 
in Hebraism

Reducing Weight 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

By overweight is meant the accumuletion of 
too much fat on the body. At one time, @hen 
food was scarce, the ability to store up fat was a 
big advantage to a man or woman who might 
need to call upon the reserve supply of food. In 
those days, the human frame put away fat as we 
now put money in the bank— 
it was a way of saving some of 
the plenty of today for a hun- 
gry tomorrow. The bear still 
follows a similar program and 
put on fat all summer so he 
can live without eating in the 
winter 

However, man next learned 
how to provide a regular food 
supply and food now 
abundant that most people find it possible to get 
something to eat when they want it. It 
longer necessary to store away food on the body 
in the form of fat and today the accumulation of 
food is no longer a help but often becomes a 
hindrance, as well as a danger to healt! 

In deciding if you are sufficiently overweight 
to prove harmful to your health, it is necessary 
to consider your individual case separately from 
all others. A person who is of a chunky, husky, 
solid build should weigh more than a person of 
the same height and age who is small-boned and

of a slender build. The average weight tables 
only attempt to tell you about what you should 
weigh—they do not give the best weight for 


your particular type of body. As a general rule, 
if you weigh from ten to fifteen pounds over the 
average as given for a person of your height and 
sex at the age of 21, you could not be considered 
seriously overweight.

Another couple of weeks and the coronation 
ef George and Elizabeth will take place. While 
women and children are being bombed in Madrid, 
and the Bilbao population is threatened with 
starvation and gunfire, thousands of people in 
old England and elsewhere are fretting and 
puzzling over tables of precedence, invitation 
lists, correct responses, the cut of gowns and the 
correct way to wear their hats. 

Queen Elizabeth is said to be working harder 

than any of them. On the advice of her doctors 
she has entered on a strict regime of diet and 
living, to fit her for the strain of the coronation 
rites. Husky peeresses have been known to feel 
faint after the strain of a presentation. The 
Queen's coronation apparel has been made of 
especially light materials in order not to unduly 
tire her with its weight. 
. Several times a week her dressmaker, Norman

She must be fitted for a crown and practice wear- 
ing the metal hat.
